Pursuant to your numerous complaints that you have recently filed, please be advised I 
will attempt to answer your" concerns. I must reiterate that there are no papers in your property 
that you have not already received. You are not entitled to see a court order to effect your 
transfer to Spring Grove, and you were returned here when Spring Grove staff thought it was 
appropriate. 

Any media interviews with pre-trial inmates are subject to approval from your legal 
counsel, so these sessions will not be approved until I hear from your counsel. 

As a correctional entity, we had nothing to do with the charges that brought you to this 
institution. You are certainly entitled to write a book while in here and make movies upon your 
release, but while you are here, you are entitled to the same privileges and restrictions that other 
inmates have. The classification counselor assigned to 2C can assist you with some light social 
work duties, but your charges, T.V. interviews, whistle blower status, Spring Grove treatment, 
etc., and other issues not related to your incarceration here will not be addressed. 

Good luck during the remainder of your stay. Hopefully, this correspondence will clarify 
our role, as with a population of 1400 inmates, we will not be able to continue a weekly 
dialogue.

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In today's fast and highly technical society, there are many 
movements on the horizon that lead us to focus on equality for different 
groups that make up society. In dealing with the issue of equality, Black 
Nationalism can and should be used to offset the powers of domination 
within the capitalist society. The key to the success of the black struggle 

must, in my opinion, be centered on the use of mass movement to 

achieve equality. 

Mass movement, from my interpretation, is the pulling together of 
people of the same nationality, political ideas, economical status and 
similar social values. A national consciousness must also arise from 
within the movement in order to strengthen the community, the black 
community in particular. Total involvement from all of the different 
classes of blacks is needed. We also need to strengthen bonds and 
alliances with other oppressed people within the U.S. and abroad. As 
Afro-Americans, we cannot negate our responsibility to our African 
brothers and sisters. Our struggle is that of the two worlds mentioned. 



Capitalism is the main force in the oppression of Afro-Americans. 
The subjugation of Afro-Americans is the key to success of capitalism. 



Black labor and other oppressed laborers within the U.S. have been 
exploited for centuries. These exploited workers would be the best 
fighters for a new nationalism. They are concentrated in the major 
industrial and urban centers on which the entire economy rests. 
Therefore, they possess the power to break the holds of capitalism. 
However, this has not happened because of the capitalists ability to 
create a division within the exploited labor market. As long as the 
persistent conflicts continue, unification will be unattainable. 

Black Nationalism would require that Afro-Americans have 
complete control over their economics, politics, culture, education, and 
every other sphere the influence within the black community. 1 This 
would create security for the black nation within America and also 
constitute a power base to uniformly dilute the power structure of 
capitalism. To dilute the power structure, blacks would also have to 
become self-sufficient in the market place, produce and consume 
products within their community and refuse to purchase and patronize 
white establishments. The end result putting the revenue back into their 
own community. This would stem chaos amongst the capitalist society. 
Capitalists' would then be stuck with unmarketable goods. 



With the establishment of this type of power base, blacks could 
create a national black consciousness, thus setting into motion the 
framework needed to produce a mass movement. Mass movements and 
the unification of oppressed races, is the biggest fear of the capitalist 
society. If the oppressed races become unified, they could create a very 
unique and solid workforce to bargain for more concessions within th 
workplace. They would need not fear the use of strike breakers because 
they would not exist. This unification could also be to their advantage 
within the economic sphere, by forming a new dollar power. 

For the Capitalist to overcome their fears of such a reality, the 
capitalist society would either have to destroy or assassinate the leaders 
of these movements. This has been the case in the past. 

First we saw the deportation of Marcus Garvey. Garvey 
envisioned a mass exodus of Black Americans back to Africa. This move 
would have established America and disrupted the labor market. One 
must realize that a mass exodus would not only have taken away the 
black people in the labor market, but also the black dollars from 
American banks, thus being redirected into African banks. It would also 



take away black money in the market place because the movement 
supported self- sufficiency. Capitalist would be stuck with goods and a 
disproportionate market. 

Then there was the murder of Malcolm X. Malcolm was a 
militant Black Muslim that wanted nothing to do with white society. He 
advocated the use of force to insure his constitutional and civil rights. 
He was a threat to the capitalist society because he could not be 
controlled or bribed by them. He had the ability to use the mass 
movement to insure the success of his movement directed at the 
separatism, with his condolence for the use of violence. This was seen as 
a revolution that was bound to destroy the imperial and capitalistic 
structure within America. We have been without revolution for almost 
100 years, and Malcolm X was on the verge to start one. 

Another example is the assassination of Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. was a civil rights advocate that stressed 
non-violence as a means to gain civil, political and economic equality. 
His ability to use the mass movement is unparalleled by any other social 
reformist in American history. Capitalist feared him because he had the 



ability to amass all American oppressed citizens; black, white, Asian, 
Puerto Ricans, and Native Americans. This created a political ability to 
have mass numbers of people to boycott business establishments and 
consumer service centers, threatened the economic base of capitalism. 
He had the ability to flood a market or collapse it. His death was the 
lose of the black movement in America, but the joy of capitalism within 
American society. 

As a result of each of these events, the black struggle was stifled. 
Lost and left to wonder in time, and submit ourselves to economic, 
social, and political exploitation. I feel that if another leader of the mass 
movement would arise today, his death would destroy America, 
capitalism and all else along with it. Blacks are tried of having their 
leaders killed and their dreams of equality killed with them. If this 
happened, I feel that there would be a national revolt not oly in the 
black community but also in the work place within social institutions 
such as schools, police departments, etc. There would be no limit to the 
turmoil that would be created from the death of another leader. 

Racism is another obstacle that black nationalism has to 



overcome in order to become the savior of the oppressed masses within 
this nation. The racist oppressions of black, Chicanos, Puerto Ricans, 
Mexicans, Asians, and Native Americans, as nationalist, is rooted in the 
political economic and social structures of U.S. capitalism. The racist 
ideology flowing from concrete racists oppressions is so important to 
the ongoing struggle against capitalism and that the end to capitalism is 
necessary to deal the final lethal blow to racism. 

Black nationalism is geared toward the struggle against racism. 
Racism is as old as America itself. One can call it an institution. In my 
opinion, racism is childish and idiotic. I see no reason to dislike someone 
because of the color of their skin or the native language they may speak. 
I feel that the dislike comes from the individuals inability to love. 

If we as black people expect black nationalism to work for 
everyone, white people in this country must be willing to accept black 
leadership. Black leadership is needed to insure that black peoples' 
rights are protected. Racism still exists, but blacks need the right to 
protect themselves from the racists attacks bore upon them. 

In view of Black Nationalism, we cannot ignore the affect of

To compensate for the arrest or suspension 
of more than two dozen officers in an alleged 
towing company scam, Baltimore police will 
pull uniformed officers away from an initia- 
tive that contributed to a profound reduction 
in violent crime in the Southeastern District. 

A team of mostly rookies hired with federal 
stimulus funds last year, which had been used 
for foot patrols in areas including downtown 
and a high-crime corridor in the Southeast, 
will be reassigned to squad cars in the North- 
east, where a large number of the implicated 
city police officers worked. 

Residents of the Southeast say they fear an 
uptick in violence because of the move, but po- 
lice officials said the scope of the alleged fraud 
has left them little choice. 

"The last thing the commissioner wanted to 
do was get rid of foot patrols. Part of improving 
our customer service rating isgetting cops out 
cars " said Anthony Guglielmi, theidepart- 
uent's chief spokesman.

iCleaven Williams testifies about missive before trial begins today in his wife's > %ath

Four days before Cleaven L. Williams Jr. 
stabbed his wife seven times on a Balti- 
more street, he wrote a letter outlining 
plans to kill her, according to testimony he 
gave in court Monday 

"I figured that I had a [sexually trans- 
mitted disease] and I contracted it from 
my wife," Williams said, explaining that 
he wrote the undelivered letter because he 
was upset. "I write a lot, that's my vent." 

The admission was made during a hear- 
ing held Monday afternoon on whether 
the letter — found by police in the car he 
shared with his wife — could be entered 
into evidence at his trial, which is sched- 
uled to begin with opening statements to- 
day A jury was selected Monday 

Baltimore Circuit Judge Timothy J. 
Doory will rule on the motion to suppress 
the letter this morning. 

Williams is charged with murder in the 
death of his wife, Veronica Williams, who 
received a restraining order against him 
moments before he attacked her infront of 
several witnesses on North Avenue on 
Nov. 17, 2008. She died three days later. 

Hehas claimed in court papers that he's 
not crirninally responsible — Maryland's 
equivalent of the insanity plea —and sug- 
gested Monday that it was a spur-of-the- 
moment act he can't remember. But the

three children raised, could show prior in- 
tent, making it key to the state's case. 

Prosecutor Kevin Wiggins called it a 
"confession," a "last will and testament" 
akin to O.J. Simpson's "If I Did It," the 
book that hypotheticaUy described his 
own wife's killing, leading defense attor- 
ney Melissa Phinn, to object. 

She claims the letter was illegally ob- 
tained without a warrant, leaving it up to 
the state to prove otherwise. 

Wiggins put three officers on the wit- 
ness stand Monday — including the officer 
who disarmed Williams by shooting him 
twice that November day — along with one 
of the victim's cousins, who had helped Ve- 
ronica Williams leave her husband two 
weeks before she was killed. 

Carlin Robinson testified that her cous- 
in, Veronica Williams, was afraid to go in- 
side her own home, and left Cleaven Wil- 
lams on Nov. 2. She and her children lived 
with Robinson for two weeks, before Ve- 
ronica Williams went to Baltimore to ap- 
pear before a judge who granted the pro- 
tective order.

"I saw what appeared to be a man on top 
of someone else, struggling," Laycock 
said. He said he realized "It was a man who

Laycock shot Cleaven Williams with his 
Taser, then he shot him with his gun, 
twice, he said, adding that Williams 
begged to die, "He said, 'Kill me, kill me.' " 
On the stand, Williams said he wasn't 
suicidal and that he hadn't planned to kill 
Veronica Williams that day, despite the let- 
ter left in the car he was driving. He said he 
wrote the note Nov 13, when he believed 
his wife was cheating on him. He was 
about to call a health clinic to find out 
whether he had contracted a sexually 
transmitted disease — which he hadn't — 
and said he wrote the note as a form of 
therapy 

He also acknowledged that he was the 
attacker,, however, saying that when he 
came to, he saw that they were "both lying 
in the street. ... I realized that I stabbed 
her."

Prosecutors say Johnson took more than $200,000 
in bribes in a wide-ranging corruption conspiracy

Former Prince George's County Exe- 
cutive Jack B. Johnson accepted more 
than $200,000 in bribes and played a cen- 
tral role in a broad corruption conspira- 
cy that involved other county officials, 
candidates for public office and at least 
three developers or -business leaders, 
federal officials alleged in new charges 
filed Monday 

A 31-page indictment filed in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Greenbelt for the first time 
charges Johnson with soliciting and ac- 
cepting bribes. It comes three months af- 
ter Johnson and his wife, Leslie John- 
son, were arrested at their home after 
they allegedly conspired to hide $79,600 
in cash in Leslie Johnson's bra and flush 
a $100,000 check from a developer down 
the toilet. 

Monday's indictment outlines in de- 
tail the scope of the government's cor- 
ruption probe in Prince George's and al- 
leges how much money Johnson got 
from developers and what he did in re- 
turn. 

The indictment alleges that the con- 
spiracy lasted from 2003 until November, 
almost through the entirety of John- 
son's eight years in office. 
It describes a pay-to-play atmosphere 
Prince George's during Johnson's 
-nure and quotes the former county 
xecutive in wiretaps talking about 
laking down developers seeking fed-

Task force arrests 111 people 
on charges involving bogus 
claims, kickbacks, ID theft

WASHINGTON — The federal Medicare 
fraud task force brought criminal charges 
Thursday against doctors, nurses and 
health care company executives — in all, 
111 people in nine cities — in what officials 
billed as the nation's biggest health care 
fraud bust. 

The defendants are accused of cheating 
the government out of more than $225 
million through false-billing schemes that 
included fraudulent claims, kickback op- 
erations, money laundering and identity 



The sweep of the case was so massive 
that it took more than 700 federal agents 
from the FBI and the Department of 
Health and Human Services to conduct. In 
addition, 16 search warrants were served 
across the country in connection with 
ongoing investigations. 
: ''Our message is clear," said Assistant 
Attorney General Lanny Breuer from the 
Justice Department's Criminal Division. 
"W§ are determined to put Medicare 
fraudsters out of business." 

Daniel Levinson, the Health and Human 
Services inspector general, added: "We 
will not tolerate criminals lining their 
pockets at the expense of Medicare pa- 
tients and taxpayers." 

The task force was launched in March 
2007, and since then more than 990 people 
have been charged in false billing schemes 
cowing more than ^2.3 billion, with

nearly 750 of them convicted, officials said. 
In addition, in 2010 alone the joint federal, 
state and local task force recovered $4 
billion in fines and other restitution 
payments on behalf of taxpayers that had 
been lost to corruption. 

The accusations leveled Thursday run 
the gamut. Some defendants allegedly 
submitted claims to Medicare for treat- 
ments that were medically unnecessary or 
never provided. Some are accused of 
recruiting patients for hospitals and doc- 
tors, then pocketing cash kickbacks. 

Others allegedly set up schemes in- 
volving home health care, physical and 
occupational therapy nerve conduction 
tests and prescription medicine. 

In Los Angeles, the five defendants are 
accused of scheming to defraud Medicare 
of more than $28 million in false claims for 
medical equipment and home health care. 
In Chicago, 11 defendants were connected 
to businesses that allegedly billed Medi- 
care more than $6 million for home health, 
diagnostic testing and prescription drugs. 

Other arrests occurred in Detroit; 
Brooklyn, NY; Houston; Dallas; Miami; 
Tampa, Fla.; and Baton Rouge, La. 

Breuer said the task force has become 
more sophisticated, developing many of 
the cases quickly some in as little as two 
months. "We're taking real data hi real 
time and bringing the cases," he said.

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Bail Review Rights 

District Court of Maryland 



Your Bail Review is not your trial but is a hearing 
to determine whether the bail that has been set in your 
case ought to be changed or whether you ought to be 
released on your own recognizance under conditions 
set by the court. Each of you should have received a 
copy of your statement of charges. If you have not 
received your charging documents, please tell the 
Pretrial Representative and the Bail Review Judge 
and a copy will be provided to you. 

You have certain very important rights. Please 
listen carefully. If you are charged with a felony that 
cannot be heard in District Court, you have the right to 
a Preliminary Hearing. Before there can be a 
Preliminary Hearing, you or your attorney must 
request the hearing. If you fail to ask for a Preliminary 
Hearing within 10 days, you will have given up that 
right. If you choose to have a Preliminary Hearing, 
the State must show that there is Probable Cause to 
believe that you committed that felony. You will not 
be able .to testify or call witnesses to testify for you, 
but you or your attorney will be able to ask questions 
of the State's witnesses to learn what evidence the 
State has against you. If Probable Cause is found, 
your case will be moved to the County Circuit Court. 
If Probable Cause is not found, the felony charge will 
be dismissed. 

If you are charged with a crime for which the 
maximum period of incarceration is more than 90 
days, you have a right to a jury trial in the County 
Circuit Court. A jury is composed of 12 persons 
picked from the motor vehicle and voter rolls of the 
County. All 12 jurors must find you guilty beyond a 
reasonable doubt, in order for you to be found guilty. 
You also have a right to a court trial where a judge will 
determine whether you are guilty or not guilty. The 
standard of proof in a court trial is also beyond a 
reasonable doubt. 

■ 

Perhaps your most important right is the right to 
have a lawyer represent you. If you cannot afford to 
hire a private lawyer, the Public Defender may 
provide a lawyer to represent you at no cost or a 



nominal cost if you qualify for their services. The 
State's Attorney who will be prosecuting your case is 
a lawyer. The rules of evidence will apply at your 
trial. If you are not trained in the law and you do not 
know the rules of evidence, you will find that you are 
at a disadvantage in attempting to represent yourself. 
A lawyer can help you in many ways. A lawyer can 
help you investigate your case and determine if there 
is a legal defense that you might not know exists. A 
lawyer can help you question the state's witnesses, 
call witnesses and question any witnesses that you 
may have. A lawyer can help you decide whether you 
should testify or whether you should remain silent. 
Even if you are found guilty, a lawyer can still help 
you by arguing to the Judge about the sentence to be 
imposed and your rights concerning any appeal. 
These are the advantages to having a lawyer. You may 
hire any lawyer you choose. If you are unable to hire a 
private attorney, you may go to the Public Defender's 
Office to apply for representation. If you remain in 
jail, you may apply to the Office of the Public 
Defender for representation. If you make bail or you 
are released on your own recognizance, you must go 
in person to the Public Defender's Office immediately 
upon release or as soon thereafter as possible. When 
you arrive, you will be given an income verification 
form. The verification form must be returned to the 
Public Defender's Office before your trial date so that 
a determination can be made whether you qualify for 
representation. If you do nothing between now and 
the date of your trial to obtain a lawyer, the Judge may 
find that you have waived your right to a lawyer. If 
you appear for your trial without a lawyer, the Judge 
could also find that you have waived your right to a 
lawyer. In either event, your case will be heard 
without a lawyer. 

Finally, if you are not a citizen of the United 
States, a conviction of a crime may result in 
deportation to your country of origin. If you have any 
questions regarding these rights, please ask the Bail 
Review Judge when your name is called.

SANTIAGO, Chile — Striking a humble 
chord, President Barack Obama said Mon- 
day that the United States has sometimes 
taken Latin America for granted and 
promised a new relationship that did not 
consignittothestatus of "junior partner." 

In what was billed as a major speech, 
Obama laid out a vision for a Latin 
American-US. relationship rooted in a 
shared belief in democracy, stronger cul- 
tural ties and expanded trade. 

"I believe that in the Americas today 
there are no senior partners and there are 
no junior partners, there are only equal 
partners. Of course, equal partnerships, in 
turn, demand a sense of shared respon- 
sibility" said Obama, speaking in a mod- 
ern art museum near the presidential 
palacem Santiago. 

Obama gave the address hours after 
arriving at the midpoint of a five-day tour 
that began with a stop in Brazil and ends 
Wednesday in El Salvador. 

Fifty years ago, John E Kennedy 
launched his Alliance for Progress, pump- 
ing billions of dollars into Latin American 
economies. Today struggling with huge 
budget deficits at home, an American 
president is no longer in position to lavish 
aid on the region and so must rethink the 
way north and south cooperate in the 
modern era, aides said. 

Obama sought to dispel stereotypes of 
the United States as an overbearing neigh- 
bor He said the US. economy is entwined 
with that of Latin America. Each needs the 
other to succeed, he said. 

"Latin America is only going to become 
more important to the United States 
especially to our economy" Obama said

"Trade between the United States and 
Latin America has surged. We buy more of 
your goods and products than any other 
country and we invest more in this region 
than any other country ...
